Summary of purpose and/or changeds.B 609 creates the Nebraska Recruitment Promotion
Act. Communitiesthat have not had significant positive population growth in the previous ten
years are eligible to apply for grants under this program. There will be a competitive application
process and all grants awarded will be used for the purposes of promoting economic
development in communities.

Grant recipients must use their funds to create marketing materials and programs which promote
the community. The funds may also be used to employ a person to create a city website.

Grants under this Act shall be limited to $10,000 or less per application and shall be limited to a
total of 10 grants during FY 07-08. The bill also creates the Nebraska Recruitment Promotion
Fund and appropriates $100,000 from the genera fund for FY 07-08, $150,000 for FY 08-09,
and $200,000 for FY 09-10.
